Claims 1-33 
are pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-33 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, taken alone or in combination, fail to teach or fairly suggest, in conjunction 
with other limitations in the claims, a machine-readable coded data disposed on or in a 
substrate in accordance with a layout, the layout having six-fold rotational symmetry, the 
layout including six identical sub-layouts rotated 1/6 revolutions apart about a center of 
rotational symmetry of the layout, the coded data disposed in accordance with each 
sub-layout including rotation-indicating data that distinguishes the rotation of that sub- 
layout from the rotation of at least one other sub-layout within the layout.
